Goldberg did not mention the 
Kennedy s’ views nor the racket 
committee firdings in an inter­ 
view with Sen.

400 Volunteers 
Battle Big Fire 


HELENA, Mont. (AP) - A for­ 
est fire which flared up during a 
100-d« *gree heat wave forced over 
night évacuation of a mining town 
a few miles from Montana’s cap­ 
ital, but was encircled Sunday by 
400 volunteers using every thing 
from bulldozers to garden hoses. 
Aiding the firemen was a drop 
in the wind — which reached 55 
miles an hoi 
Saturday when the 
blaze roared out of control—cooler 
weather and an unexpected rain 
Sunday morning, called a god­ 
send by leaders of the fight. 
Unless winds rise unexpected­ 
ly again, said Vern Hambre, su­ 
pervisor of the Helena National 
Forest, “we should be able to 
hold the fire.” He reported the 
3,500-acre blaze was surrounded 
by an 11-mile fire line. 
TTie U.S. Forest Service flew in 
28 experts from California to su­ 
pervise mopup operations. 
All 350 residents of Clancy , 
10 
miles south of Helena, left their 
homes Saturday night. The fire 
destroy ed a five-room residence 
there and a sawmill. Several out­ 
buildings and sheds also were 
burned.

Cholera Kills 5,460

Atlas Holds Key To US, 
Manned Orbit Program

A communique published here 
Sunday afternoon said the Ka 
tanga parliamentarians will leave 
as soon as the United Nations 
gives a written guarantee for the 
safety of the deiwties and their 
liberty of action. 
The government announcement

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
Plans of the United States to get 
its own manned orbit program 
under way depend on success of 
the Atlas booster rocket. 
Any hope of matching Sunday ’s 
Soviet orbital flight is at least 
several months away . 
Last week a two-ton Project 
Mercury space capsule v/as bolt­ 
ed to the top of an Atlas rocket. 
An attempt will be made later 
this month to hurl the space craft 
into a single orbit around the 
earth. 
But the capsule will not carry 
a man. In the driver’s seat wiU 
be an “artificial astronaut"—a 
gray box called a crewman sim­ 
ulator which will "breathe, sweat 
and talk" in realistic fashion dur­ 
ing the flight. 
If that test is successful, a 
chimpanzee will be sent into an 
orbit three times around the 
globe, to be followed by a man 
over the same 44-hour course. 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration hopes to 
achieve the manned flight by the 
end of the y ear. Other less op­ 
timistic officials believe it will be 
in early 1962. 
The flights of astronaut Alan 
a . Shepard Jr. and Virgil I. Gris­ 
som were suborbital tests—short 
15-minute up-and-down hops. 
The big concern is the Atlas, 
presently the only United States 
booster big enough for the task. 
The failure of the Atlas on three 
of four earlier capsule launches 
is the main reason this nation 
trails 
the 
Soviet 
man-in-space 
program by a wide margin. 
The only previous attempt to 
orbit the capsule came last April 
2S when the Atlas failed to pitch 
over onto the proper course and 
the range safety officer destroy ed 
it. An escape r(K:ket pulled the 
capsule free and parachuted it 
unharmed into the ocean off the 
Cape.

Thp Soviet Union has the b iggest sub marine 
force in the world The U S Navy is unequalled 
in power. These two b asic military postulates are 
b eing exploited for all they’re worth, politically, 
in the muscle-flexing o\er Berlin. 
Ru.ssia chose Soviet Navy Day, July 31, to 
parade its .sea power m the Neva River off I^n* 
ingrad. The ships ranged from a cruiser to small 
craft. A numb er of conventional sub marines 
rode at anchor, b ut the missile-armed atomic 
sub marines — in which Russia claims numerical 
superiority to the United States — were not in 
sight Rus.sia, contrary to its b oasts, may have 
only two or three nuclear sub s, these b eing 
almost operational. At any rate, our earner- 
b ased aircraft, reinforcing our I’olaris sub s and 
land-b ased b omb ers encircling the Soviet Union, 
give us greater capab ility to deliver nuclear war­ 
heads. Russia has no aircraft earners. 
On the other hand, conventional warfare 
over Berlin would strain U S na\al resources. 
Shipping lanes could b e mined b y Soviet aircraft 
such as the Bounder b omb er .^hown at the Mos­ 
cow air show July 9. and b y the vast Soviet sub 
fleet. The U.S. Navy does not have enough anti­ 
sub marine ships and aircraft, b ut on the same 
day as the Soviet naval show, the Pentagon dis­ 
closed plans to reactivate at least 40 mothb alled 
ships — 22 troop and cargo transports and 18 or 
more small antisub craft. 
As for defense, the monthlong exercises

Some stalled 
to grow up and failed to pass the 
physical. Some w ere m aim ed in 
early struggles with life and sur­ 
rendered, rather than fight on. .A 
few lasted until recently. We start 
off crow ded for elb ow' room and 
end up w alking alone on a vast 
ck 'sert- 


Thc older I gel the m ore con­ 
vinced I am that life itself is a 
foe. A form idab le one. H appiness 
is not an integral part of life. It’s 
a m om entary illusion. H ardship 
and disappointm ent are the con­ 
com itants of norm al living. You 
learn to live with those two, or 
you do not last. We sta rt b y know- 


ing everything and. if we study 
hard enough and long enough, w« 
b ecom e wise enough at the end 
to realize that we know nothing. 


You think I am downcasU* M or­ 
b id. perhaps** Oh no I’m a m an 
with a perpetual sm ile. The fact 
that I .see life as a little m ote in 
the eye of eternity does not m ean 
that I ml.ss the sparkle in that 
eye. I’ve had joy out of the life, 
in b etween b attles and tem porary 
victories. There is even a joy in 
b eing ab le to w rite these thoughts, 
exactly as I see them , and know 
that they are not going to b e al­ 
tered b y som e press agent w ear­ 
ing a size SIX and three-quarters 
hat. 
As I grow older, m y joys b e­ 
com e sim pler. A glass with .some 
ice in it; a few’ trusted friends; 
som e sensib le conversation and 
plain food and I feel like a school- 
kid on his first date. I'm winging. 
The hours speed b y in rem inis­ 
cences and the night b reeze dies 
in an explosion of laughter. 


The joys do not delude m e to 
the truth, I know too well that, on 
this planet, the servile pass for 
hum b le, the respectab le are call­ 
ed w orthy, and the w ealthy a re 
accorded the status of the wise. 
Before a m an finishes his b oot 
training here, he is a veritab le 
scarecrow , stripped to the essen­ 
tials. He w inces at b etray al, and 
ob liquely, like B otticelli’s m onks 
slightly tipped. 


W here are they now, m y con­ 
tem poraries? .At the t’9th pole, I 
look around and call their nam es 
to b e denied an echo. Who is the 
w inner? He who leaves last or he 
who leaves first? I do not know.

The Soviet Union has the biggest submarine 


force in the world The U S Navy is unequalled 


in power. These two basic military postulates are 


being exploited for all th ey ’re worth, politically, 


in the m uscle-flexing over Berlin. 


Russia chose Soviet N avy Day, July 31, to 


parade its sea power in the Neva River off l e n ­ 


ingrad. The ships ranged from a cruiser to small 


craft. A 
number of conventional submarines 


rode at anchor, but the missile-armed atomic 


aubm annes — in which Russia claims numerical 


superiority to the United States — were not in 


sight. Russia, contrary to its boasts, may have 


only two or three nuclear subs, these being 


almost operational. At any rate, our carrier- 


based aircraft, reinforcing our Polaris subs and 


land-based bombers encircling the Soviet Union, 


give us greater capability to deliver nuclear war­ 


heads. Russia has no aircraft carriers.

The Brit.sh taste of hum or ii pungent and daring 
bu* rarely ha* it reached such perfection as the British 
B oadcasting Corporation perpetrated. They m anufac­ 
tured a composer. Pioti Zak. said to be a Pole and they 
played a composition by the aforesaid Zak. entitled 
' Mobile for Tape and Percussion " No such Zak exist* 
or ever existed No Polish com poser bears such a nam e. 
The nam e is phoney from every standpoint, just as the 
so-called music is phoney. B B C . wa* having lots of fun 
and did not got caught. 
According to Susan Bradshaw . Mi employe of the 
B R C . music division 
she and Bans Keller, another 
emp.oye. pulled off the hoax with official approval. 
' ‘We dragged together all the instrum ent* we could 
find and went around the studio banging them 
I wish I might have heard their satire. I am 
sure that it could not be very different from som e 
of the modern rompoM-r* who seek to prove not 
that they ran make m usic hut rather that they 
have been to school and have learned instrum enta­ 
tion 
They establish beyond doubt that they know 
the difference between a tympanum and a bass 
drum, to say nothing of the difference between a 
bassoon and a bass fiddle. 
Having established their great knowledge of the 
m echanics of music-m aking devices, these com posers 
need ideas, emotions, sincerity to {Hit together som e­ 
thing that can be rem em bered and repeated. This takes 
not only intelligence but m aturity. This. of course, does 
not come readily. W agner, for instance, wrote purpose­ 
ful m usic. He had a goal, an ideal, a passion 
He re­ 
vised the ancient traditions of the Teutonic peoples, 
just as Verdi inspired revolutionary' nationalism as an 
Italian ideal, lf such com posers dragged together a 
bunch of instrum ents and just made noise, they would 
undoubtedly have done as well as the present noise­ 
m akers who only m ake so much noise to cover up 
their paucity if ideas 
But the B B C . folks did not lack ideas, just as Wu 
Ting-fang knew what he was doing when he invented 
Chop Suey. It is said that when he was am bassador to 
the United States, some callers asked him if he could 
concoct some Chinese food for them . They did not know 
that no Chinese gentlem an goes into a kitchen and that 
their request was vulgar 
But Wu Ting-fang w as no vulgarian. Politely, he 
went into his kitchen, took all the leftovers in the ice­ 
box. threw them into a pot. covered them with soy 
bean oil, and a little of this and that for flavoring, 
heated the stuff and called it Chop Suey P erhaps that 
is how some ancient H ungarian invented goulash or 
some 
Frenchw om an 
discovered 
the 
possibilities 
of 
bouillabaisse. 
The sam e tale is told of Lm Hung- 
chang i 
B.B.C, 
m anuiactured 
a 
m usical 
Chop 
Suey, 
without m eaning, without form or taste, a confusion 
of sound and the m usic critics listened attentively 
and wrote learned review s. It is like Fritz K reisler’* 
writing wonderful m elodies for the violin and an­ 
nouncing that he had found a new m anuscript by 
Paganini. So piece after piece has appeared “ P ag­ 
anini — arranged by 
K reisler." But it took the 
critics years to discover the hoax. I believe it was 
(Vin Downes who finally discovered that K reisler 
had arranged him self. 
I once knew a pianist 
who loved to im provise and 
would say that 
it was by 
Tchaikovsky or some other 
Russian and no one caught him at it, much to his 
delight. 
I sit at concerts and watch the stern, concentrated 
faces of young people trying to understand what the 
m oderns are trying to say when they write notes which 
only end up in noise. Then it is over. The conductor 
has exercised himself. He has had a workout. He has 
pulled notes out of instrum ents, as though the players 
could not get their sounds out of their fiddles and horns 
unless he, 
the conductor, moved arm s 
and shoulders 
and even 
legs to distraction. Then one w atches the 
ancient one. Monteux, conduct the same m usic without 
disturbing the audience and somehow it ail sounds 
m ore beautiful. For one listens to the m usic rather 
than he devotes himself to the gyrations of a conductor. 
I have learned to d o st1 my eyes so that I do not 
*ee the m aestro on the podium act out his part 
The B B C . is to he congratulated for its sense of 
iatire. It is needed to restore m usical scores to music.

Should this occur. America will 
be worse off than before Ken­ 
nedy spoke, and the danger of 
w ar will be m ore im m ediate.

done to Berlin—a w ar that the

have ever been punished before. 
Out Of The Ashes 
I cam e hack to Berlin in 1953 
It was eight years after the end 
of the second war. Berlin had 
pulled itself up to prosperity and

been ample. The conqueror had 
stooped to help the conquered. 
February 1953 was a cold crisp 
winter. Food was scarce across 
the invisible border in East G er­ 
many.

G erm any 
E ast G erm an refugees 
began flocking across. They cam e 
in droves—the first big influx of 
an arm y which was to continue 
off and on for eight years, an 
arm y spurred on by the dispar­ 
ity between Com m unism and cap­ 
italism .

By that tim e G erm any had de­ 
cided to raise its own arm y, and

The world thinks when it should 
feel, and feels when it should 
think. That s the trouble. Me. I m 
the feeling type. I d better be. 
I ’m an actor by trade, and an 
actor who thinks is a dead duck. 


I'm 69. pushing TO. and at that 
age a m an has a license to be 
pontifical. It comes with the cal­ 
endar. I started life in Elizabeth- 
port. New Jersey. The place is 
fam ous, not for having spawned 
Mitchell*, but for a big Singer 
Sewing m achine factory. 


However, when my brief candle 
gutters out, the m atter will be 
briefly inscribed on stone. There 
is an interim between the first 
date and the second, and this 
interests me. This fraction in the 
table of tim e, this little breathing 
spell. What happened before the 
first date on the headstone, and 
what happens after the second. 
is m aterial for the philosopher. It 
has no place in my saga. 


I w as born on July Ii, 1392, in 
a stable 
There were no shep­ 
herds, no wise men. Our house 
had burned down and the fam ily 
was living in a barn. Our home 
had been an abandoned th eatre 
with living quarters upstairs. A 
sign n ear the roof said "M itchell 
B uilding.” It is, I think, an omen 
that ail but the last four letter* 
of my nam e burned down. 


In the time between then and 
now, I have tried to lie m yself— 
without 
pretense, without flash, 
just a beetle-browed actor who 
has never stopped studying his 
craft and has never learned all 
there is to know about it. In m y 
roles, I have tried to create a 
convincing 
illusion, 
and 
som e­ 
tim es I have succeeded. Life has, 
at tim es, slipped me a few golden 
coin* of luck and, at others, has 
taken them away. 


My story is not original. It is 
the story’ of all men of all tim e. 
The wonderment in my heart is 
not what happened to me, but 
what 
has happened to all the 
others? I grew up with great hoats 
of kids. Sometim es, when no one 
presses me, I can tick them off by 
nam e and face and disposition. 
Where are they now ? I have p ass­ 
ed the 69th milestone and I look 
back over my shoulder and won­ 
der. 


All of us were moulded from 
the sam e clay. The hand of the 
P otter seldom slips. Some stalled 
to grow up and failed to pass the 
physical 
Some were m aim ed in 
early struggles with life and su r­ 
rendered. rather than fight on. A 
few lasted until recently. We start 
off crowded for elbow room and 
end up walking alone on a vast 
d e s e rt- 


The older I get the more con­ 
vinced I am that life itself is a 
foe. A form idable one. H appiness 
is not an integral part cf life. It s 
a m om entary illusion. H ardship 
and disappointm ent are the con­ 
com itants of norm al living 
You 
learn to live with those two, or 
you do not last. We start by know­ 


ing everything and. if we study 
hard enough and long enough, we 
become wise enough at the end 
to realize that we know nothing. 


You think I am dow ncast? Mor­ 
bid, perhaps" Oh no I ’m a m an 
with a perpetual sm ile. The fact 
that I see life as a little mote in 
the eye of eternity does not m ean 
that I miss the sparkle in that 
eye. I’ve had joy out of the life, 
in between battles and tem porary 
victories There is even a joy in 
being able to w rite these thought*, 
exactly as I see them , and know 
that they are not going to be al­ 
tered by some pres* agent w ear­ 
ing a size six and three-quarter* 
hat. 


As I grow older, m y joys be­ 
com e simpler. A glass with some 
ice in it; a few trusted friends; 
some sensible conversation and 
plain food and I feel like a school- 
kid on his first date. I'm winging. 
The hours speed by in rem inis­ 
cences and the night breeze dies 
in an explosion of laughter. 


The joys do not delude me fo 
the truth. I know too well that, on 
this planet, the servile pass for 
humble, the respectable are call­ 
ed worthy, and the w ealthy are 
accorded the status of the wise. 
Before a man finishes his boot 
training here, he is a veritable 
scarecrow , stripped to the essen­ 
tials. He winces at betrayal, and 
obliquely, like B otticelli’s monks 
slightly tipped 


Where are they now. my con­ 
tem poraries? At the »’9th pole, I 
look around and cal! their nam es 
to be denied an echo. Who is the 
winner? He who leaves last or he 
who leaves first1 I do not know. 
There is so much that I do not 
know. 


This earth is a lovely piece of 
property. All it needs it a reliable 
tenant.
